Cahokia Mounds history presentions start Sunday: 


The new year of 1985 is continuing 
the revitalization of Cahokia Mounds 
Historic Site, with the development 
of a new $6 million Interpretive 
Center. To celebrate, Cahokia 
Mounds Historic Site, in cooperation 
with Cahokia Mounds Museum 
Society, will be presenting many ex- 
citing programs for families. 

Opening the new year is a lecture 
series entitled ‘American Bottom 
Archaeology.’ This! series, con- 
sisting of five lectures; is designed to 
emphasize the importance of the 
American Bottom as an ar- 
chaeological resource. Cahokia 
Mounds Historic Site and other near- 
by archaeological sites will be 
featured in this program.

multiplier is ‘one’ 


Madison Cougty has been issued a 
tentative property assessment 
equalization factor of one, according 
to J. Thomas Johnson, director of 
the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The property assessment 
equalization factor, often called the 
‘‘multiplier,"’ is the method used to 
achieve uniform property 
assessments among counties, as re- 
quired by law. 

As the department sees it, this 
equalization is particularly impor- 
tant because some of the state’s 
6,600 local taxing districts overlap 
into two or more counties. Examples 
are school districts, college districts 
and fire protection districts. 

If there was no equalization 
among counties, substantial ine- 
quities among taxpayers with com- 
parable properties would result, 
Johnson said. 

State law requires property in Il- 
linois to be assessed at one-third of 
its market value. Farm property is 
assessed differently, with farm 
homesites and dwellings subject to 
regular assessing and equalization 
procedures, but with farmland and 
buildings essed according to 
standards based on productivity. 

The equa tion factor is deter- 
mined annually for each county by 
comparing the sales price of in- 
dividual properties sold over the 
past three years to the assessed 
value placed on those properties by 
the county assessor. 

If this three-year average level of 
assessment is one-third of market 
value, the equalization factor will be 

one. If the average level of assess- 
ment is greater than one-third of 
market value, the equalization fac- 
tor will be less than one. 

And if the average level of assess- 
ment is less than one-third of market 
value, the equalization factor will be 
greater than one. This county for 
many. years has achieved a 
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multiplier )of; one, in effect. |the 
absence of a multiplier, 

Assessments in Madison County 
are at 33.56 percent of market yalue, 
based on sales of properties in 1981, 
1982 and 1983.9 

The equalization factor currently 
being assigned is for 1984 taxes, 
payable in 1985. Last year's 
equalization factor for Madison 
County also was one, meaning ‘that 
the only changes will result from in- 
dividual increases ‘or decreases, 
plus: the effect of township 
multipliers set by Madison County 
assessment officials, 

The new tentative factor is subject 
to change (1) if the county’s Board of 
Review takes actions~ ‘which 
significantly affect’ the” county 
assessments or (2) if local officials 
or ‘others can present data showing 
that the Revenue Departmiént’s 
estimates of the average level of 
assessments in the county should be 
adjusted. 

A public hearing on’the tentative 

multiplier will be held between 20 
and 30 days after the tentativefactor 
is published in a, newspaper’ of 
general circulation within the ¢oun- 
ty. 
A change in the equalization factor 
does not mean total property tax 
bills. will increase or’ decrease, 
Johnson noted. Tax) bills’are deter: 
mined by local taxing bodies’ when 
they ‘request. money each year to 
provide services to local citizens; 

If the amount requested by taxing 
districts is no greater, than) the 
amount received in the previous 
year, then total property taxes will 
not increase even if assessments 
may have increased.

this agreement and all other such 
agreements the city of Madison has 
entered into and or may enter into 
with other entities (communities).”” 

MAYOR ECHOLS noted that rates 
listed in the proposal would apply 
only if Madison was the primary 
provider of ambulance service to 
Venice. 

Should an individual’s bill re- 
main unpaid after 90 days, Venice 
would be charged a rate of $48 a trip 
without oxygen, and $54 if oxygen is 
used, plus $1 per mile, for Public Aid 
recipients, or $60 with no extra 
charge for oxygen, plus $2 per mile 
after five miles, for Medicare reci- 
pients, the proposal states. 

The proposal also specifies that 
residents of Venice will be charged 
the same base fee as Madison 
residents—a basic rate of $75 with no 
extra charge for oxygen, plus $2 per 
mile after five miles. 

INDIVIDUAL charges to 
Medicare recipients whether 
residents or non-residents of 
Madison or Venice were listed at $70, 
with no extra charge for oxygen, 
plus $2 per mile after five miles. 

The basic fee for non-residents of 
Madison or Venice was stated at $125 
with no extra charge for oxygen, 
plus $2 per mile after five miles, ac- 
cording to information provided in 
the agreement. 

Mayor Echols suggested council 
members talk with residents of their 
individual wards about the proposal 
before any formal action is taken. 

FOR THE MOST part, the Venice 
aldermen had expressed satisfac- 
tion with service being provided by 
the Campbell Ambulance Service 
prior to that firm’s contract being 
renewed in October, it was noted. 

In answer to an inquiry from Se- 
cond Ward Alderman Hank Svezia 
concerning progress of the cable 
television installation, Mayor 
Echols responded, “I believe they 
are still stringing cable over near 
the Bissell Street Apartments, but 
this should be finished soon.”” 

Other council members reported 
that representatives of South- 
Western Cable TV presently are now 
going door-to-door signing up 
résidents for cable TV service. 

“WE ARE IN business then,”’ the 
mayor retorted. 

Venice has been attempting to get 
cable television service for more, 
than two years with various 
obstacles and numerous setbacks 
experienced along the way. 

South-Western Cable TV, Ltd., 
agreed to provide service after three 
other companies backed out, of 
agreements or were unable to fulfill 
their franchising contracts with the 
community.

Flat tax could spur investment, savings 


To the Editor: 

Donald Regan the Secretary of the 
Treasury, has released his proposal 
for a modified flat tax. It is a tax 
refo:m that would lower mafginal 
tax rates and eliminate or reduce 
many deductions credits and exemp- 
tions for both the individual and vor- 
porate income tax. 

The Treasury proposal now joins a 
host of other tax reform measures 
designed to simplify the present 
complicated system, increase equity 
and reduce many of the disincentive, 
anti-growth aspects of the present 
tax code. 

Other plans already before Con- 
gress include the Kemp-Kasten bill, 
called the ‘Fair and Simple Tax” 
(FAST) and the Bradley-Gephardt. 
“Fair Tax’ and the Roth-Moore 
“Broad Based Enhanced Savings 
Tax"’ (BEST) and Rep. Cecil 
Heftel’s “‘Cash Flow Income Tax.” 

With all the proposals clamoring 
for attention and each claiming to be 
fairest, simplest and best, how can 
we evaluate the different proposals?’ 

The most important question to be 
asked about each bill is how it will 
affect economic growth. Economic 
growth means more jobs, higher in- 
comes and a stronger national 


economy. Growth means more tax-. 


Payers and fewer welfare spending 
recipients. It allows spending pro- 
grams to reduce themselves without 
having to cut anyone off — they 
simply walk away from welfare 
when jobs are available and pay in- 
creasing. 

How can a tax code be “pro- 
growth’? How can we remove 
disincentives to higher investment, 
to savings and to work? 

First of all, it is important to bring 
down marginal tax rates as low as 
Possible. Marginal tax rates are im- 


portant because they affect people's 
decisions. Should I work for another 
hour or go home? Should I save this 
dollar or spend it? Should we invest 
in our company or take our money 
out and consume it? High tax rates 
make people less likely to work, 
save or invest. Lower tax rates 
reduce the ‘tax wedge,’’ which is 
the difference between the real 
economic outcome of a decision and 
the after-tax outcome. . 

The Kemp-Kasten bill dreps the 
top marginal income tax rate for in- 
dividuals to 25 percent. This is lower 
than the Treasury's 35 percent or 
Bradley-Gephardt’s 30 percent. On 
the corporate tax side, Kemp- 
Kasten again has the lowest rate at 
30 percent versus 33 percent for the 
Treasury. bill. The lower the rates, 
the more pro-growth the tax code. 

After looking at marginal tax 
rates for individuals and companies 
it is important to.examine how each 
bill treats investment .and savings. 
This recovery owes a great deal to 
the strong incentives for investment 
credited by the ACRS depreciation 
schedules for business and the In- 
vestment Tax Credit as well as in- 
centives for savings such as In- 
dividual Retirement Accounts. 

Each of the bills treats savings 
and investment differently and I 
hope the final compromise tax 
reform package that the administra- 
tion supports will maintain the im- 
portant incentives for real capital in- 
vestment such as ACRS and the In- 
vestment Tax Credit. This recovery 
has been led by high levels of invest- 
ment, unlike other short-lived’ 
recoveries that have been false, in-! 
flationary booms. 

Savings also must be protected, 
from the disincentives of the present! 
tax law. Increasing the Individual’ 


Retirement Accounts as the 
treasury bill does is a tremendous 
pro-growth policy. Some flat tax pro- 
posals actually exempt all savings 
and investment from taxation — 
now there’s.a tax reform that would 
kick the economy into a period of 
sustained high growth. 

There will be a great deal of 
discussion about various tax pro- 
Posals during the next few months 
The American people will be well- 
served if the administration and 
Congress keep their eye on the ball: 
a tax code that encourages savings' 
and investment and that reduces the 
tax wedge of high marginal tax rates 
now facing individuals and 
businesses. ‘

But '84-85 still poses, the biggest 
balancing-act dilemma, officials 
say, despite agreements freezing 
employees’ pay for yet another year. 
A cash flow problem has been pro- 
jected for late this winter, although

EXCEPTIONS to the current pay 
freeze are increment raises (based 
on advancement up the experience 
jadder); the last of which for '84-85 
will be on the Jan. 21 board agenda. 

Public promises were made in the 
tax campaign that no money from 
either ballot proposal would be used 
for general pay boosts, and this has 
been followed.

Our yearly expen- 
diture of $2,700 per pupil is well 
below the $2,900 average in the state. 
When: the district laid off many peo- 
ple in 1982-83, this caused an in- 
crease in such costs ‘as unemploy- 
ment compensation.

-analyzed the 25 largest districts in 


this metropélitan area and found 
that Granite City schools were only 
spending 63.4 cents compared to tha 
average tax dollar being spent on 
schools in the major districts, We 
are lean.” 

BASED ON CAMPAIGN projec- 
tions, the bonds likely to be sold this 
month will boost the tax rate by 40 
cents. 

The average’Granite City home |is 
assessed at $15,000 to’$16,000, reflec- 
ting ovérall value of $45,000 to 
$48,000, school leaders estimated.

Record recently. 

THE PROBLEMS began early in 
October, when the town board met 
with a representative of ambulance 
company and could not come to an 
agreement on methods of the collec- 
ting outstanding bills.

Dewey Melton opposed the sale, 
noting that other than idle Logan 
and Lake the only grade school still 
being held in reserve for later enroll- 
ment growth is Nameoki. The latter 
is expensive to operate and has s 
tained storm-related damage, it wa

LAKE AND LOGAN have similar 
architectural designs-and Lake has 
an additional instruction wing for 
special education. The board. fears 
deterioration of such buildings if 
empty, but regards leasing them as 
an acceptable alternative.

The 1857 article states that follow- 
ing the initial opening of the first 
store, business prospered in Granite 
City and larger quarters became 
necessary. The Molthrop Building at 
19th and State/ streets was the first 
move for the store. After a few 
years, still more space was needed, 
and Joseph Trattler moved his

IN 1926, Trattler moved to 
Niedringhaus Avenue in the belief 
that a business area would develop 
along the street: 

“Hard times followed Joe’s am- 
bitious plans and, in 1929 the depres- 
sion set in,”’ the article states. “Joe 
stuck to his ideals of quality and ser- 
vice with a stubborness which was 
characteristic of him. Dave Linder, 
Joe’s son-in-law (and Dan Linder’s 
father), joined) him during these 
times, and together they kept the 
business alive, a real accomplish- 
ment in those trying days of failures 
and bankruptcy,

sion. However, plans had to be post- 
poned several times. Dave (Linder) 
left for service, and Joe’s health was 
failing due to the extra load of work 
caused by Dave’s absence.”’ 

THE ARTICLE explains that upon 
Linder’s return from the war, Trat- 
tler went into full retirement due to a 
heart ailment. He later died in 
January ©1953, but not before he 
realized that his “grandson, Dan 
Linder, would be joining the 
business. 


“We were located on the inter- 
section of Niedringhaus and Edison 
for many, many years,” Dan Linder 
relates. ‘‘For a while, we had two 
locations...one in Nameoki Village 
Shopping Center and one downtown. 
We operated both for about 18 
years.” 

For ‘many years, he adds, Trat- 
tler’s dealt exclusively in mens- 
wear, adding women’s clothing only 
five years ago. 


“WE WERE enjoying a healthy 
business here,"’ Linder commented. 
“When the crunch hit in 1981, we suf- 
fered a loss in volume. In 1983, the 
volume stabilized, and in 1984 we in- 
creased our volume and increased 
the profitability.” 

Now, Linder has set Jan. 19 as the

target date for the closing of Trat- 
tler’s. Although inventory is sparse, 
he believes there is enough to keep 
the store open another week. 

Linder’s future plans perhaps in- 
dicate the difficulty of his decision to 
close the store. ‘I have no plans for 
the future. I do haye to remain ac- 
tive and productive.” 

WOULD HE OPEN another 
clothing store should the opportunity 
arise? ‘No. I decided. some years 
ago that if I ever closed this 
business, I wouldn't relocate.’ 

His family, like the store, is 
somewhat of an_ institution in 
Granite City. Linder's mother, and 
Joseph Trattler’s daughter, Sadie, 
graduated frem Granite City High 
School and the family has resided 
here for many years, although Sadie 
Trattler now. lives in Creve Coeur, 
Mo. ‘ 

Dan Linder also graduated from 
the local high school and has been 
active in a number of civic 
organizations, including the 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Associated Retailers’ association, 
Jaycees and the Granite City Elks 
Lodge. In addition, he has served on 
~the Granite City School Board and is 
a past president of the Alumni 
Association for the high school.

Transit fund surplus may 
top $3.3 millionin'8S 


By PAUL GUSE 


A nearly $3.3 million budget 
surplus the Madison County Transit 
District is expecting by the end of 
1985 is the ticket to the success of the 
county’s tranmsit needs, according 
to a district official. 

Although the huge surplus is ill- 
thought of by some, district chair- 
man William Haine said the saved 
money is necessary to insure the 
continued funding of Bi-State 
Development Agency and other 
transit programs in the county. 

“IT IS THE same problem we've 
had before,” Haine said. The district 
has had a multi-million dollar 
surplus for several years. 

To transit district officials, the 
surplus is seen as a defense against 
ominous signs of the future. Haine 
said the district expects the federal 
monies which now help support tran- 
sit operations in the county to be cut 
off in the near future. 

The Reagan administration plans 
to reduce the federal deficit by cut- 
ting subsidies to transit providers, 
such as the Madison County Transit 
District, Haine said. He said the cuts 
are planned for this summer. 

The district’s surplus would be us- 
ed to support the transit agencies 
which would otherwise be without 
funds when that ‘‘rainy day"’ comes, 
Haine said. 

WE'VE BEEN stingy with Bi- 
State, and we've been-stingy with 
local transit agencies petitioning for 
funds,’’ Haine said. This 
“stingyness” is to prepare them for 
the future day when the surplus does 
not exist, he said. 

Haine said there are two reasons 
for the surplus accumulated by the 
district: the thrifty spending of the 
board; and the quarter-cent sales 
tax collected to, in part, fund Bi- 
State operations in Metro-East, 
which is more than adequate for the 
“conservative budget” set by the 
board. 

The tax has caused Haine in the 
past to push for a reduction in the 
rate. The issue was met with 
resistance from district manager 
Rudy Johnson and officials of the 
East-West Gateway Coordinating 
Council, according to Haine. 

He said the board received com- 
plaints from businesses, which felt 
changing the tax rate would be con- 
fusing and complicate their opera- 
tions. 

“IT IS CONFUSION, a burden on 
businesses,”’ Haine said. He believes 
a reduction in the tax would not be 
noticeable to. consumers. 

Haine said, however, that if the 
board had long-term information 
concerning future federal subsidies, 
it would possibly be in favor of 
eliminating or reducing the quarter- 
cent tax. 

“If long-term federal funding 
would continue, we could cut the 
rate,”’ Haine said. ‘But it won’t.”” 

Although the surplus and the in- 
terest it is earning in banks is a 
much-needed tool in light of future 
cuts in subsidies, he said, the district 
is aware of the negative side ofsit- 
ting on the funds, namely the 
public’s view of this practice. 


“It is a burden,” Haine said. “It is 
a pain in th neck. 

“But we are avoiding spending 
money just for the sake of spending 
money,’ he added. 

THE DISRICT proposed a pro- 
gram in January 1984 that’ would 
have reduced the $3 million bankroll 
the board had at that time. The 
board suggested a road improve- 
ment plan in which $1 million, would 
be spent to resurfacee county roads 
on which Bi-State buses travel. 

That plan was tabled when then- 
assistant state’s attorney Marshall 
“Zeke” Smith suggested possible 
legal problems. ) 

The issue is: still tangled’ in the 
legal process and the transit board is 
awaiting, an opinion from the state 
attorney general. 

It was also suggested at that time 
to suspend the tax levy. 

The transit board has recently 
been increasing its financial support 
of local-transit services, It has pick- 
ed up-services previously provided 
by the Economic Opportunity Com- 
mission, which folded a year ago. 

THE BOARD HAS implemented 
the Collinsville Shuttle, which is to 
start service this ‘month, and 
changes in the Granite City shuttle 
service. 

By providing more of these ser- 
vices, the board is in a more 
precarious position if federal funds 
are cut this summer; this places 
greater importance on the surplus, 
the chairman thinks. 

“There is the danger that (the 
cuts) would impair the service man- 
dated by law that the board should 
provide,’’ Haine warned.

Who was the best out-court shot in 
all of the St. Louis metropolitan 
basketball history? . 


Gary Simpson, the subject of Joe 
Thompson's feature story irr today's 
edition of the Press-Record, must 
rank up there in the top five. And, as 
far as overall scoring is concerned, 
his ability to drive through oppo- 
nent’s airtight defenses and score, 
ranks him up there either one or two 
in my personal memory book. 

The other prep scoring ace from 
both outside and inside was Freddy 
Kovar of the brilliant Missouri State 
High'School state tournament winn- 
ing Beaumont High teams in back- 
to-back campaigns, first in 1947 and 
then in 1948. 

Kovar went on to star far St. Louis 
University for four year in the Bills 
great glory day on the hardwood 
court 

For the pure out-court deadeye 
shot Collinsville’s Sammy Miranda 
was, by far, fhe best I've ever seen. 
Only Bob Pettit from the LSU’s 
Tigers in college and longtime ace of 
the St. Louis Hawks came close to 
matching Miranda. The short, 
sytlish Miranda who went on to All- 
Amercian honors under Coach 
Branch McCracken at Indiana was 
not‘only a deadly shooter from. out-! 
side he was a superb play-maker!

senior years in “‘assists.”” 


Granite City has at least two other, , 
contenders for outcourt shooting” 
laurals: Len Davis in the late 1920’s 
and Rich Williams.

State, judicial salaries raised 


“Lame duck” action yesterday at 
Springfield resulted in pay raises for 
state officials and judges for new 
terms of office beginning this month. 

Circuit judges here will get $73,000 
a year instead of the previous 
$65,000. 

State legislators are being in- 
creased in annual pay from $28,000 
to $32,500, the governor from $58,000 
to $85,000, Supreme Court justices 
$75,000 to $85,000, appellate justices 
from $70,000 to $80,000, statewide of- 
ficeholders raises of 32 to 48,percent, 
and members of the governor’s 
Cabinet, varying increases. 

The State Compensation Review. 
Board recommended the raises, its 
second attempt after an earlier pro- 
posal for even higher pay levels was 
rejected by the General Assembly. 

A rejection resolution lost yester- 
day in the State Senate by one vote, 
29-23 with four voting present. 

Opponents needed 30 votes to turn 
down the board’s proposals. 
Moments later, the House voted 75- 
31 to reject, but this had no effect; 
both must reject for raises to be 
blocked.

Approval sought 
IBHE state budget 


The . Illinois Board of Higher 
Education’s spending recommenda- 
tions for state campuses next year 
have kindled faculty-staff hopes at 
Southern Illinois University. 

Pay raises would average 8 per- 
cent at state-supported universities 
if the IBHE’s budget proposals for 
the fiscal year that starts July 1 win 
approval in the legislature and 
governor’s office. 

Budget recommendatins won 
IBHE approval at the board’s 
meeting Tuesday, Jan. 8, in Chicago. 

“THE recommendations 
constitute the best budget we have 
Bids Beat VETsere Sornit. 89} ctded 
at the proposed level, they would 
contribute significantly to the 
strengthening and expansion of/our 
programs. 

“The salary increases, although 
the most generous in a decade, stil 
leave us, however, a substantial 
distance to go,’’ Somit said. 

Students may see a five percent 
tuition increase, under the IBHE’s 
proposal. But to offset its effects, the 
board calls for an increase of $17.5 
million to the Illinois State Scholar- 
ship Commission (ISSC), a 16 per- 
cent increase over 1985. The max- 
imum state scholarship award 
would be boosted from $2,400 to 
$2,900. 


OVERALL, SIU at Carbondale 
would receive a 10.1 percent spen- 
ding hike, from $123.1 million to 
$135.5 million. That is still $7.5 
million below the university’s re- 
quest. 

SIU Chancellor Kenneth ‘A. Shaw 
also welcomed IBHE’s proposed 
funding levels. ‘‘If fully funded, the 
recommendations would move in the 
direction of redressing some of our 
most pressing problems,’’ Shaw 
said, citing salary proposals and a

JANUARY 16 - FINAL 
ESTIMATED PAYMENT DUE

Individual taxpayers have until 
Wednesday, Jan. 16 to pay the final 
installment of their 1984 estimated 
income tax (Form {1040 ES) to the 
IRS. Taxpayers who file their 1984 
returns and pay all taxes due by Jan. 
31 do not have to make this payment. 

JANUARY 16+ ESTIMATED TAX 
DUE FOR FARMERS AND 
FISHERMEN. 

Individuals. who earned at least 
two-thirds of their 1983 or 1984 gross 
income from. farming or fishing 
must pay all their estimated tax by 
Jan, 16. Farmers.or fishermen who 
plan to file Form 1040 by March 1, 
1985, and pay the total tax due are 
not required to make éstimated tax 
payments for 1984. 

JANUARY 31 - EMPLOYERS 
DEADLINE FOR SENDING W-2 
FORMS. 

Employers are required to pro- 
vide each of their employees with 
Form W-2, “Wage and Tax State- 
ment”’ for 1984 by Jan. 31.

{ Cancer has granted a three-year ap- 
proval to the Cancer Program at St. 
Elizabeth Medical Center in Granite 
City, I. 

SEMC now operates the only such 
approved program in the area. The 
three-year appoval is the highest the 
committee can give. The approval 
indicates that an institution has 
coordinated the appropriate person- 
nel, activities and resources to offer 
optimal care to cancer patients. 
These activities include multi- 
disciplinary evaluation and manage- 
thent, assurance that all patients 
have access fo consultation with ap- 
propriate specialists, systematic 
evaluation of patterns of care and 
continuous monitoring of results 
through a cancer registry. 

According to Patsy J. Callahan, 
Cancer Program coordinator at 
SEMC, the Cancer Registry enables 
uniform reporting of incidence and 
survival rates by stages of disease.
